Crystal Bird Fauset 
(1894-1965) 


Crystal Bird Fauset was the first BJack woman elected 
to a state legislature. 


Little known for her role as a New Deal politician, 
Crystal Bird Fauset became widely known as the first 
Black woman state legislator, and gained a reputation as 
an outspoken fighter for better living conditions 

for the poor. 


Born in Princess Anne, Maryland, she graduated from 
Teachers College, Columbia University, and settled in 
Pennsylvania. In 1938 she was elected as a representative 
to the Pennsylvania State Legislature. 


A year later, Mrs. Fauset resigned from the Legislature 
to become Assistant Director of Pennsylvania Works 
Progress Administration. She became a prominent leader 
in the Democratic Party, serving as Director of Negro 
Women’s Activities for the National Democratic Committee 
and Director of the Democratic Eastern Women's Division. 
Both Mayor LaGuardia of New York and President 
Roosevelt relied on her as a trusted advisor
